The  purpose  in  making  this  record,  which  has  been 
done  with  some  labor  and  many  delays,  is  to  hand  down 
to  future  generations  as  true  a  record  as  can  be  procured 
from  the  statistics  at  hand.  We  have  traced  the  family 
as  far  back  as  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century, 
which  is  the  beginning  of  the  Couch  family  in  America. 
We  hope  that  future  generations  will  continue  the  record 
as  the  family  increases. 

THE  COMMITTEE. 

Adel,  Iowa,  1916. 
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A  few  years  prior  to  the  War  of  the  Revolution  three 
brothers  James,  Samuel  and  Meshach  Couch,  landed  in 
America  from  the  shores  of  “Old  England.”  During  this 
war  they  resided  in  the  state  of  Maryland. 

We  have  no  record  of  the  families  of  James  or  Samuel. 
It  is  in  Meshach  that  we  are  especially  interested,  he 
being  the  founder  of  the  branch  of  the  Couch  family  to 

which  we  belong. 

Meshach  Couch  was  born  Sept.  8,  1743,  in  England, 
being  of  Scotch  and  English  descent.  On  Dec.  30,  1773, 
he  married  Mary  Welch.  She  was  bom  April  16,  1758,

C.,  on  June  4,  1820,  and  spent  his  young  manhood  in  that 
state.

The  eldest  son,  Cummins  Wier,  was  born  in  North 
Carolina.  Shortly  after  his  birth  J.  A.  Couch  moved  his 
little  family  to  Randolph  Co.,  Indiana.  Here  Joel  C.  and 
Maitha  Maria  and  Piety  Ann  were  bom.  Harvey  M. 
Lydia  C.  and  Rachel  E.  were  all  bom  in  Indiana.  Martha 
Maria,  Lydia  C.  and  Rachel  E.  all  died  in  infancy  while 
their  parents  lived  in  this  state.  In  the  autumn  of  1855 
the  call  of  the  West  became  insistent  with  this  family  and 
loading  belongings  and  family  in  one  wagon  drawn  by  a 
three  horse  team,  J.  Anderson  Couch  started  for  Iowa. 
Wier  was  then  twelve  years  old  and  Joel  was  but  ten. 
We  can  imagine  the  crowded  condition  of  the  one  wagon 
so  to  these  two  sturdy  young  chaps  was  delegated  the 
task  of  driving  the  cattle  and  sheep,  Wier  driving  the 
cattle  and  Joel  driving  the  sheep.  It  would  be  hard  for 
us  to  imagine  at  this  day  and  age  of  easy  transportation 
of  live  stock,  the  necessity  for  driving  cattle  and  sheep 
the  distance  from  Indiana  to  Iowa.  Yet  these  two  lads 
walked  the  entire  way-  following  the  stock.  At  that  time 
not  a  mile  of  railroad  was  built  in  Iowa.  The  Mississippi 
was  crossed  at  Burlington  by  steam  ferry.  The  Des 
Moines  River  was  crossed  by  pontoon  bridge. 

The  twenty-fifth  of  November  these  pioneers  reached 
Adel,  then  known  as  Pcnoach.  The  winter  was  spent 
three  miles  cast  of  the  present  town  of  Redfield,  then 
known  as  Irishtown,  in  a  double  hewed  log  house,  the

family  of  W.  L.  Macy  occupying  one  half.  The  trip  to 
Iowa  had  taken  a  month.  In  the  spring  of  1856  J.  Ander¬ 
son  Couch  built  a  log  house  a  quarter  of  a  mile  south 
of  the  present  residence  of  Harvey  M.  Couch,  where  with 
the  exception  of  his  later  years,  he  spent  the  remainder 
of  his  life.  The  rigors  of  the  trip  west  and  of  the  first  . 
years  in  their  new  location  can  scarcely  be  imagined 
Neighbors  were  scarce  as  the  county  was  not  so  thicKiy 
settled  as  it  now  is.  The  grit  and  backbone  required  to 
hew  out  a  home  in  the  comparative  wilderness  as  it  ex¬ 
isted  at  that  time  can  hardly  be  conceived.  However  it 
was  done  and  a  family  reared.  The  latter  part  of  the  life 
of  J.  Anderson  Couch  was  spent  in  Arkansas,  where  the 
climate  was  a  little  less  rigorous  and  the  health  of  both 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Couch  was  better.  Ruth  Coffin  Couch  pass¬ 
ed  away  July  5,  1895.  Almost  eight  years  later  on  July 
3,  1903,  Joseph  Anderson  Couch  died.  Both  are  buried 
at  Lone  Elm  Cemetery  near  Siloam  Springs.

Settling 
on  the  land  he  had  entered  from  the  government  in  1852, 
pioneer  life  began  in  earnest.  He  worked  on  the  farm 
during  the  day  and  made  barrels  and  the  children’s  boots 
and  shoes  at  night.  His  wife  spun,  wove  and  made  the 
w  earing  apparel  for  the  family.  “Fever  and  ague”  was  an 
every  day  occurence  and  the  quinine  jar  was  as  necessary 
as  the  sugar  bowl  and  more  often  in  use.  Log  rollings, 
woo!  pickings  and  house  raisings  were  the  social  gather¬ 
ings  He  was  interested  in  education  and  built  a  log 
school,  20  by  40  feet,  on  his  farm.  Here  his  own  and  his 
neighbors’  children  received  a  limited  education.  They 
wore  often  lulled  to  sleep  by  the  frog  or  the  whip-poor- 
will.  These  were  their  graphophones  while  the  telephone 
consisted  of  the  old  fashioned  dinner  horn  or  a  rag  on  a 
pole.  Instead  of  the  Roman  chair  in  the  corner  it  was 
the  blue  dye  kettle,  “that  we  must  not  jar  or  it  wouldn’t 
make."  and  the  jeans  and  linsy  would  not  be  a  good  color. 
And  of  course  we  “didn’t  jar”.  In  going  to  church  or 
market  we  were  not  worried  about  our  automobiles  ex¬ 
ploding  for  our  mode  of  travel  was  two  big  horses,  “Beck 
and  Kate”,  hitched  to  a  good,  solid  hickory  wagon,  and 
when  the  wheels  got  dry  and  happened  to  “screech”  they 
were  oiled  up  with  soft  soap  mother  made  from  lye  from 
;whes  and  grease  from  the  hogs  fattened  on  the  “mast”.. 
Our  vehicles  were  adapted  to  our  roads.  Instead  of 
crushed  stone  or  cement  we  had  “crosslain” — that  is, 
lo^s  cut  about  12  feet  long  and  laid  side  by  side  with  a 
little  dust  thrown  on,  and  as  these  were  sometimes  afloat 
it  took  something  teachable  to  understand  how  to  cross 
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safely — an  automobile  is  dull  of  comprehension. 

To  such  courageous  people  as  these  we  owe  much  for 
these  beautiful  homes  which  they  helped  to  bring  into 
existence.  God  bless  them  and  may  they  rest  in  peace. 
May  we  honor  their  labors  by  doing  the  very  best  we  can 
with  present  opportunities.

Five  years  after  marriage 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  N.  A.  Couch  lived  in  Indiana.  In  1861  they 
moved  to  Wisconsin  and  bought  forty  acres  of  land  in 
Sauk  Co.  Here  they  lived  until  1869  when  they  sold  their 
land  and  started  for  Iowa  in  a  special  train  consisting  of 
two  bobsleds  drawn  by  four  horses.  He  packed  his  house¬ 
hold  goods  in  one  sled  while  the  other  sled  carried  the 
family.  In  this  sled  they  lived  and  slept  and  cooked  their 
meals,  until  after  11  days  of  struggle  and  hardships  they 
reached  their  destination  in  Dallas  Co.,  Ia.,  near  Adel, 
where  they  made  their  home  for  two  years.  It  was  in 
1870  that  a  great  tide  of  immigration  set  out  from  Ohio, 
Indiana  and  Illinois  and  even  farther  east,  for  Kansas 
and  Nebraska.  The  present  Illinois  Central  RR.  was  com¬ 
pleted  this  year  from  Ft.  Dodge  to  Sioux  City  and  emi¬ 
grants  settled  along  its  route  and  commenced  to  build 
towns  and  develop  the  country.  It  was  not  long  before 
Mr.  Couch  heard  about  the  deep  black  soil  and  fertile 
prairies  of  the  northwest  and  decided  to  investigate.  In 
the  fall  of  1870  he  came  to  Buena  Vista  Co.  He  built  a 
house  and  returned  to  Dallas  Co.  to  move  his  family  to 
the  new  home.  This  was  the  spring  of  1871.  The  country 
was  then  almost  a  wilderness,  with  billows  of  waving 
grass  stretching  almost  as  far  as  the  eye  could  reach. 
Many  discouragements  were  met  and  conquered  until 
finally  the  efforts  of  these  herofe  pioneers  were  rewarded 
by  good  crops  and  continued  prosperity. 

Mr.  Couch  was  a  well  built  man  of  splendid  physique. 
He  was  active  and  robust  and  retained  his  wonderful 
activity  almost  to  the  last.  His  wholesome  life  and  exem¬ 
plary  habits  were  proof  against  the  ravages  of  time  and 
he  successfully  resisted  the  attacks  of  oncoming  years. 
Age  seemed  to  have  little  effect  upon  him.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Couch  were  members  of  the  Congregational  Church  and 
actively  aided  the  work  in  every  way.  He  took  a  live, 
keen  interest  in  every  good  movement.  On  Aug.  10,  1906, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Couch  celebrated  their  golden  wedding  am 
niversary.  The  efforts  put  forth  by  relatives  and  friends 
of  these  splendid  people  on  this  occasion  proved  the  love 
and  respect  which  every  one  felt  for  them.  Mr.  Couch 
died  Mar.  9,  1913.  Mrs.  Couch  died  May  9,  1922.

The  Family  Reunion. 


It  was  during  a  visit  of  the  members  of  the  N.  A. 
Couch  family  in  1909  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Milton  Couch 
living  near  Adel  invited  their  kith  and  kin  to  join  in  a 
family  picnic  at  their  home.  A  number  were  present  and 
the  day  of  visiting  together  was  so  enjoyable  that,  the 
plan  of  holding  an  annual  family  reunion  was  discussed, 
having  been  suggested  by  Mabel  Couch  Lee.  No  one  in 
the  whole  family  enjoyed  this  holiday  more  than  she  did, 
although  this  pleasure  was  denied  her  all  too  soon.  The 
date  was  set  for  Oct.  1,  1910.  In  1910  it  was  planned  to 
hold  the  picnic  on  the  river  near  the  old  Mitchell  Mill 
site.  As  the  day  approached  the  place  was  changed  and 
the  first  reunion  was  held  at  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
H.  M.  Couch.  A  permanent  organization  was  perfected 
at  this  time  when  J.  C.  Couch  was  elected  president, 
which  office  he  has  since  held. 

The  reunion  the  following  year  was  held  with  Mr.

To  make  it  a  permanent  organiza¬ 
tion  and  meet  from  year  to  year  seemed  to  him  a  splen¬ 
did  plan.
